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CIA Says KGB Is Still Active, but Slicker

pbALTIMORE — The Soviet 

/m0n's primary intelligence ser- 
Vice, the KGB, has not slackened 
MS espionage and other actions 
against the United States under 
President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, 
but it has become less “blatant and 
flat-footed” at what it does, ac- 
cording to William H. Webster, di- 
rector of central intelligence. 

_ Speaking to the Baltimore Coun- 
cil on Foreign Affairs, Mr. Webster 
said on Tuesday that U.S. counter- 
intelligence experts saw “robust in- 
telligence activity by the KGB 
throughout the world” even as 
East-West tensiors ease. 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“the sort of clumsy intimidation 
associated for many years with the 
KGB in certain areas seems to have 
fiminiched.” 


He did not elaborate. 

The Soziet spy agency was long 
known for its ruthiess suppression 
of internal dissent and its eccasion- 
allv clumsy efforts to recruit agents 
in the West. 

In recent years, however, U.S. 
analysts have described Soviet espi- 
onage agents as being among the 
most sophisticated and well-in- 
formed of all Russians active 
abroad. 

Mr. Webster touched on the 
KGB in a brief review of develop- 
ments in Eastern Europe, in which 
he also forecast a “deep and pro- 
longed” economic and social crisis 
in the Soviet Union under Mr. Gor- 

or his successors. 

He also said that several Eastern 
European nations in the process of 
political change appeared to be re- 
assessing their policy of conducting 
espionage activities on behalf of 
the Soviet Union. 


In particular, he said. Hungary's

Drugged Caterpillars? 


Brilliant. The war on drugs, according to 
the strategists, meeds a secret weapon.
